Money, argues Stern, must be looked upon as 
any other commodity. When it is plentiful, prices 
are high. When it is scarce, prices are low. Yet 
with the exception of Frank A. Vanderlip, he says 
that every U.S. banker who was heard on the 
depression, refused to admit that the change in the 
dollar's value had anything to do with hard times. 
In their youth they had been told that a dollar bill 
is represented by and redeemable by a gold dollar 
piece in the Treasury, and they regard as impious 
anyone who would dare to ask how it is that the 
gold in the country is but little more than 50 per 
cent of the currency and less than 10 per cent of 
the credit currency on deposit in the nation’s bank. 
One member of the Federal Reserve Board in an 
article in the “Amrican Banker” had declared that 
God had decreed gold always to be the symbol of 
money, as evidenced by the manner i: which the 
gold supply kept pace with the world’s growth, 
ignoring the circumstances that from 1917 till 1921 
the U.S. Treasury was off the gold standard. 

Says Stern: “It is because of gold prudenry that 
financiers continue the pretty myth that the value 
of the dollar depends upon the number of grains 
of gold it represents, and deny absolutely that it 
depends upon the number of dollars, both actual 
and of the credit variety, in existence. Their argu- 
ment is like contending that the price of wheat 
depends upon the vitamin-content of the grains, 


and not at all upon the number of bushels in | 


existence. 

“Even when the government, as at present, is 
not paying out gold for dollars; cven when the 
number of gold dollars is one-tenth the number 
of dollars in banks, we must still proceed on the 
pleasant theory that the dollar has value because 
of the gold “in” it, instead of accepting the truth 
that it has value because it is a debt-paying in- 
strument, and that its value changes inversely to 
its abundance, and to the velocity with which it 
circulates.”

“Until this gold prudery wears away,” declares 
Stern, “our economic life will be at the mercy of 
those who create and destroy credit currency at 
their own sweet pleasure.” 

“Gold prudery commits us to accepting advice 
from gold prudes.... Gold prudery gives us the 
comic spectacle of merchanis, who have everything 
to gain by inflation, because it would immediately 
increase the money price of their inventory, fight- 
ing inflation. These merchants echo their bankers, 
the men of money who, they take for granted, 
know all about money.” 

“Gold prudery makes those least qualified to 
be our monetary advisers, our advigers neverthe- 
less. Bagehot, speaking of the directors of the 
Bank of England, said: 

They could not be expected themselves to 
discover such principles. The abstract thinking 
of the world is never to be expected from per- 
sons in high places; the administration of 
first-rate currency transactions is a most en- 
grossing business, and those charged with them 
are usually but little inclined to think on points 
of theory, even when such thinking most nearly 
concerns those transactions. 

One might add that gold prudery such as Stern 
describes, has without warrant, placed a halo of 
wisdom on currency matters upon the brows of

MAKE A BONFIRE 
IN THE GARDEN 


An important part of gardening 
is knowing how to make @ bon- 
fire, for this is the season of bon- 
fires, To be sure, much of the gar- 
den refuse as well as leaves can be 
composted and thus made into val- 
uable fertilizer, but the presence of 
insect pests of many kinds indicates 
the wisdom of destroying by fire 
such trash as is Mkely to harbor 
them. This is especially true in 
sections where the European vorn 
borer is active. It-may seem like 
an easy matter to make a bonfire 
and yet there are difficulties, es- 
pecially when the garden refuse haa 
not had time to become dry, 

. The site should be an open space 


where there is plenty of air and a 
reasonable distance from trees or 
sheds. Once chosen, it is well to 


keep to the same spot, as succes~- 
sive fires can be Ughted on the 
ashes which make a_ convenient 
mound, A good way to proceed is 
as follows: 

Take some dry newspaper and 
crumple each sheet into a loose ball, 
Build the balls up into a pyramid, 
and lay over them any dry twigs, 
prunings, hedge clippings or rough 
grass. Test the direction of the wind 
by moijstening a finger and holding 
it up. ‘Then light the fire from the 
windward side, One match should 


suffice and the fire flare up at 
once, Keep it supplied with the 
drier refuse until it is burning 
well 

When the fire is burning strong- 
ly, it will consume any kind of rub- 
| bish, as the internal heat will dry 


the wettest stuff. The resulting 
wood ash, consisting almost entire. 
ly of potash, is a valuable fertilizer,

USURY DESTROYS 
ULATION 


Let me illustrate that proposition 
with @ concrete example. tly 
the City of Vancouver constructed 
a bridge costing $2,500,000.

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5 per cent, the cost of the bridge 
is increased to $7,500,000. The tax- 
payers are called upon to find from 
some unknown source $5,000,000 to 
pay for the ¢ost of financing the 
cost of the bridge; in other words, 
the lender of credit puts one unit 
into circulation and takes out three. 

This process of taking out more 
from circulation than goes in is the 
outstanding menace of usury upon 
which our private money system 


is based. That fundamental menace | 


to national and social stability can 
only be removed by the national 
management of public credit. 


If we understand this proposition 
correctly, we cannot escape the 
conclusion that, in time, under the 
bankers’ theories of gold standard 
sound money the entire wealth of 
the nation will be transferred to 
the lenders of credit with the result 
that the going concern activity of 
civilization will be destroyed for 
the want of the circulation of pur- 
chasing power. That is our plight 
today. Such a system has proven 
unsound for everyone, including 
the. bankers, Under their applica- 
tion of the folly of Midas, they 
have converted everything into un- 
payable interest-bearing debt, with 
the result that all wealth-producing 
activity is stagnating in the “strang- 
ling grip of the dead hand” of blind 
greed 


When we realize that it is in this 
impossible way that we have tried 
to finance war, all governmental 
activity, social progress and the 
means of producing and distribut- 
ing wealth, it is not difficult to un- 
derstand why our hope of unend- 
ing expansion crashed into a tail- 
spin from which, under the exist- 
ing monetary system, there is no 
way of escape. We are whirling to 
disaster. A change to a new system 
of more effective management of 
credit must come or we are doom- 
ed to a period of unparalleled dis- 
turbance and unthinkable strife. 


THE CREDIT DEALERS’ PROFIT 
Now people do say that bank 
dividends to bank shareholders do 
not disclose any such lucrative 
activity as the possible manipula- 
tion of credit I have outlined indi- 
cates. But they have never had 
the opportunity of examining the 
actual gross cost that the operation 
of the nine individual Canadian 
banking organizations of the pri- 
vate banking system imposes upon 
our social order. We do not know, 
however, that money and credit 
cost imposed by the banker is now 
the root evil of our trouble. If the 
people ever learned what the cost 
of issuing and circulating the me- 
dium of exchange under banker 
management actually amounts to, 
the private monopoly of banking 
would not last twenty-four hours. 
The public have never been 
allowed to examine the private 
profits of our banking leaders and 
their associates, gained largely 
through credit manipulation. But 
investigations in the United States 
of recent date give some indication 
of what they are. The great profits 
of the credit system do not go to 
the bank shareholders, but to men 
like the Morgans, Mellons, Holts 
and Wood Gundys, who enjoy the 
wer of rule by credit control. 
e information. disclosing their 
activities, profits and possession of 
wealth would be forthcoming only 
under a most careful and efficient 
investigation. The reputed wealth 
of certain bankers and well-known 
groups indicates that the profits of 
our credit barons are not to be con- 
sidered as being in the same class 
as bank shareholders’ dividends. 


WEAKNESS OF CANADIAN 
BANKING SYSTEM 

While there has been much idle 
talk of the soundness of the Cana- 
dian banking system, there is little 
in reality to justify it. Under ban- 
ker management our unpayable 
interest-bearing debt has 
now accumulated at home with dis- 
astrous results, and we are, as a 
matter of fact, the most heavily in- 
debted country in the world to for- 
eign creditors, 

Much has been said about the 
loss of bank deposits in the United 
States, but the fact is that between 
1929 and 1933 American bank de- 
posits declined from $53,000,000,000 
to $41,000,000,000, or a drop of 23 
per cent, while in Canada bank 
deposits, during the same period, 
fell from $2.600,000,000 to $1,800,000,- 
000, or a fall of 31 per cent. 

In contrasting the bank failures 
in the United States with the ab- 
sence of failures in Canada, the 
public completely overlook the fact 
that the only reason our banks in 
Canada have remained sound is be- 
cause the people have never asked

The economic chaos that now 
surrounds us proves that there is no 
hope for relief in any policy that 
is limited to bolstering up the pri- | 
vate money system. | 

The twentieth century holocaust | 
of war, plunder, false progress and 
mammon worship should offer am- 
ple explanation of the reason why 
the fear and condemnation of usury 
by the leaders of Church and State 
up to three centuries ago was nei- 
ther casur! nor incidental, They 
treated it as a fundamental evil 
which, if tolerated at all, would 
end in the disruption of progress 
and in the destruction of civiliza- 
tion. History vindicates their wis- 
dom. 


BANKER MISMANAGEMENT 

It is in the vain attempt to fin- 
ance progress with a private money 
system based upon usury that we 
find the real reason for the mis- 
management of money and credit 
that the Royal Bank of Canada in 
February, 1932, frankly confessed 
to be the cause of our present trou- 
bles, when it stated officially to its 
clientele: 

“The present depression is 
usually explained in terms of ex- 
travagance, over-production, ex- 
cessive tariff barriers, etc. In 
varying degrees these, as well as 
other contributing factors, pro- 
duced situations which were 
essentially unsound; but, spaek- 
ing generally, the controlling in- 
fluence has been the mismanage- 
ment of money and credit. The 
average price level is determined 
by the relation of goods and ser- 
vices rendered to the volume of 
the money supply, and the disas- 
trous fall in the general price 
level would not have occurred 
had the supply of money been 
properly regulated.” 

THE REAL ISSUE 

This letter of the Royal Bank of 
Canada raises the real issue to be 
settled: 

Who should control the supply 
of purchasing power now based 
upon public credit upon which 


the economic life of the nation 

depends? 

Who should be responsible for 
the regulation of its issue and 
circulation? 

Surely the mismanagement of the 
monetary system by private bank- 
ers, proving that they cannot resist 
the temptation to satisfy man’s un- 
controllable desire for boundless 
wealth and unchallengeable power, 
denies to the guild of usury which 
now owns and operates the private 
money system any right to favor- 
able consideration. 

The managers of the supply and 
circulation of purchasing power, 
whether it be money, token cur- 
rency or credit, or a combination 
of all three, must be men paid ade- 
quately for their services, and who 
are responsible to the State and the 
| people as administrators of a sacred 
trust. They must accept the high 
responsibility that the trust in- 
volves, with the knowledge that 
failure upon their part to act hon- 
estly and conscientiously will in- 
volve removal! from office in public 
disgrace, and the imposition of the 
penalties that are inflicted upon 
those who are guilty of the heinous 
offence of treason. ‘There are 
plenty of men able, ready and will- 
ing to accept the work under such 
restrictions. 

THE TOLL GATE 

The barrier that now blocks the 
way to progress is the misguided 
management of public credit by the 
private money system. We must 
wipe out that twentieth century 
anomaly in much the same way 
and for the sume reason that we 
wiped out toll gates and private 
management of public roads and 
highways in the nineteenth, and 
establish in its place national main- 
tenance, control and regulation of 
the issue and circulation of public 
credit as the means of supplying 
the capital now required. 

THE WRITING ON THE WALL 

A credit swindle set up in the 
days of the Rothschilds’ dominion 
in Europe has been allowed to 
operate until it established the 
bankruptcy of a civilization that 
was intelligent enough to use elec- 
tricity as a means of communica- 
tion and ‘ransportation, to conquer 
time, space, ase, illiteracy and 
starvation.

THE BARRIER 

We are now emerging from the 
jungle of chaos that banker man- 
agement of credit as an instrument 
of appropriation has developed in 
a world of unparalleled social dp- 
portunity We are now moving 
through the frontier of nation) 
management of credit and the de- 
liberate control and regulation of 
trade, 

The national management of pub- 
lic credit and the deliberate regula- 
tion of trade are the immediate and 
inevitable steps now to be taken if 
the ordered progress of civilization 
is to continue, These steps can now 
be taken with safety. 


THE POWER OF 
GOVERNMENT 

Governments with power to issue 
their own credit and token cur- 
rency need not limit the investment 
to public credit in wage-distributing 
enterprise and social service to the 
ability of the taxpayer to redeem 
in money, interest-bearing debts 
created by borrowing private credit 
and finance manufactured by the 
mere stroke of a pen in the books 
of our private banking monopoly 

A national banking system can 
issue the same money and credit 
that is now in common use. There 
need be no shortage of consumers’ 
buying power Therefore there 
need be no involuntary unemploy- 
ment, There need be no misappro- 
priation of the taxpayers’ wealth, 
That is clear 


By bankrupting civilization with | 
bank | 


bankers’ notes and private 
credit the private money system has 
proven the possibility and the 
necessity of using national bank 
money and credit as governmental 
purchasing power 

The general use of the cheque 
transferring private bank credit as 
a substitute for money in the realm 
of capital proves that national cur- 
rency and credit can and = should 
be issued upon an employment basis 
and against the security of the go- 
ing concern activity that a rising 
standard of living is bound to sus- 
tain. Such a standard is sounder 
than gold for the simple reason 
that human values are more valu- 
able in reality than are material 
things. 

Common sense and plain reason 
declare that national purchasing 
power, currency and credit can and 
should be issued and circulated for 
the purpose of equating the reg- 
ulated production and consumption 
of usable and consumable wealth;

Well, there is at least some con- 
solation in the fact that the funda- 


mental teachings of Christian De-| 


mocracy are still unsullied. We are 
now at the point predicted by 
Plato, who prophesied that Democ- 
racy would emerge from the olig- 
archical rule of money power as 
the result of the oppression of the 
people by men who profited by 
lending at interest 

The exalted liberalism of Chris- 
tian philosophy cannot be con- 
demned because it hay never been 
tried, The promise that it provides 
the means “of using and replenish- 
ing” nature's wealth and resources 
fo the end that “men may live a 
life of greater abundance” will 
never be fulfilled until governments 
recognize that the medium of ex- 
change, whether it be money or 
credit, is “the servant of men and 
not the master of civilization,” 

When we establish that rule as a 
foundational postulate of economic 


philosophy and practise it by main- | 


taining “the wages of men above 
the wages of money,” we will have 
no difficulty in accepting the teach- 


}ing of Christian liberalism as the 
| guice of government in 


its work 
of controlling and regulating the 
stability and progress of the social 
system. Government established 
under such circumstances would not 
seek to subjugate the individual to 
the rule of regimentation, but by 
regulating the opportunity of all 
and by offering the moral guidance 
that persuades and develops a de- 
sire for proper direction of human 
effort, measures of enlarging free- 
dom and liberty would become the 
accepted and established order 
Such a government would aim in
